IR Francis Bacon, in the Dedication before 

his Hiftory of Henry the Seventh, obferves, 
that peaceable Times are the beft to live in, though 
not fo proper to furnifh. Maverials for a Writer: 
As -hilly Countries afford the moft entertaining 
Profpegjs, though a Man would choofe to travel 
through a plain one, To this we may add, That 
the Times, which are fuil of Diforders and Tu- 
mults, are likewife the fulleft of Inftruction. 
Hiftory indeed furnithes us with very diftinct Ac- 
counts of Faétions, Confpiracies, Civil Wars and 
Rebellions, with the fatal Confequences that at- 
tend them : But they do not make fuch deep and 
Jafting Impreffions on our Minds, as Events of 
the fame nature, to which we have ourfelves been 
Witnefles, and in which we or our Friends and 
Acquaintance have been Sufferers. As Adverfity 
makes a Man Wife in his private Affairs, civil Ca- 
lamities give him Prudence and Circumfpection in 
his publick Conduct. 

The Miferies of the Civil War under the Reign 
of King Charles the Firft, and the Confequences 
which enfued upon them, did; for many Years, 
deter the Inhabitants of our Ifland from the 
Thoughts of engaging anew in fuch defperate 
Undertakings; and convinced them by fatal Ex-. 
perience, that nothing could be fo pernicious to the 
Englifo, and fo oppofite to the Genius of the Peo- 
ple, as the Subverfion of Monarchy. In the like 
Manner we may hope that the great Expences 
brought upon the Nation by the prefent Rebellion ; 
the Sufferings of innocent People, who have lived 
in that Place which was the Scene.of it; with 
that dreadful Profpeét of Ruin and Confufion which 
muft have followed its Succefs ; will fecure us from 
the like Attempts for the future, and_ fix His Ma- 
jefty vpon the Throne of Great- Britain ; efpecial- 
ly when thofe who are prompted to fuch wicked 

raétices refeé&t upon the Punifhments to which the 
Criminals have expofed themfelves, and the Mife- 
ries in which they have involved their Relations, 
Friends, and Families. — : 

It will be likewife worth their while to confider, 
how fuch Tumults and Riots, as have been en- 
couraged by many, who, we may hope, did not 
propofe to themfelves fuch fatal Confequences, lead 
to a Civil War: and how naturally that feditious 
kind of Converfation, which many feem to think 
confiftent with their Religion and Morality, ends 
in an open Rebellion.’ I queftion not but the more 
virtuous and confiderate Part of our Malecontents 
are now flung with a very juft Remorfe for this 
their Manner of Proceeding, which has fo vifibly 
tended to the Deftruétion of their Friends, and 
the Sufferings of their Country. .This may, at the 
fame time, prove an inftructive Leffon to the 


Boldeft and Braveft among the Difaffeéted, not to 





build any Hopes upon the talkative Zealots of their 


Party ; who have fhewn by their whole Behaviour, 


that their Hearts are equally filled with Treafon and 
Cowardife. An Army of Trumpeters would give 


as great Strength to a Caufe, as the Confederacy of © 


Tongue: Warriors; who, like thotv military Mu- 
ficians, content themfelves with animating their 
Friends to Battle, and run out of the Engagement 
upon the firft Onfet. 

But one of the moft ufeful Maxims we can learn 
from the prefent Rebellion, is, That nothing can 
be more contemptible and intignificant, than the 
Scum of a People, when they are inftigated againtt 
a King, who is fupported by the Two Branches 
of the Legiflaturee A Mob may pull down a 
Meeting-houfe, but will never be able to overturn 
a Government, which has a couragious and wife 
Prince at the Head of it, and one who is zealoufly 
affitied by the great Council of the Nation, that 
beft know the Value of him. The Authority of 
the Lords and Commons of Great-Britain, in 
conjunction with that of their Sovereign, is not to 
be controul’d by a tumulqwary Rabbie. I is big 
with Fleets and Armies, can fortify itfelf with 
what Laws it fhall judge proper for its own De- 
fence, can command the Wealth of the Kingdom 
for the Security of the People, and engage the 
whole Proteftant Intereft of Europe in fo good and 
juft a Caufe. A diforderly Multitude, contending 
with the Body of the Legiflature, is like a Man in 
a Fit under the Conduét of one in the Fulnefs of 
his Health and Strength. Such a one is fure to be 
over-ruled in a little time, though he deals about his 
Blows, and exerts himfelf in the mott furious Con- 
vulfions while the Diftemper is upon him. 

We may farther learn from the Courfe of the 
prefent Rebellion, who among the Foreign States 
in our Neighbourhood are the true and natural 
Friends of Great-Britain, if we obferve which of 
them gave us- their Affiftance in reducing our 
Country to a State of Peace and Tranquillity, and 
which of them ufed their Endeavours to heighten 
our Confufions, and plunge us into all the Evils of 
a Civil War. I fhall only take Notice under this 

- Head, that in former Ages it was the conftant Po- 
licy of France to raife and cherifh inteftine Feuds 
and Difcords in the Ifle of Great-Britain, that we 
might either fall a Prey into their Hands, or that 
they might profecute their Defigns upon the Conti- 
nent with lefs Interruption. Innumerable Inftances of 
this Nature occur in Hiftory, The moft remarkable 
one was that in the Reign of King Coarles the 
Firft. Though that Prince was married to a 
Daughter of France, and was perfonally beloved 
and efteemed in the French Court, it is well known 
that they abetted both Parties in the Civil War, 
and always furnifhed Supplies to the weaker Side, 
left there fhould be an end put to thofe fatal Di- 
vifions, 

We might alfo obferve, that this Rebellion has 
“been a means of difcovering to His Majefty, how 
much he may depend upon’ the Profeffions and 
Principles of the feveral Parties among his own Sub- 
jects ; who are thofe Perfons that have efpoufed 
his Interefts with Zeal or {ndifference ; and who a- 
mong them are influenced to their Allegiance by 
Places, Duty, or Affection. But as thefe, and fe- 
veral other Confiderations, are obvious to the 
Thoughts of every Reader, 1 fhall conclude, with 
obferving how naturally many of thofe, who dif- 
tinguifh themfelves by the Name of the High- 


Church, unite themflves to the Caufe of Popery 5 
fince it is manifeft that all the Proteftants concern- 
ed in the Rebellion were fuch as gloried in this 
Diftinetion, 

Tt would be very unjuft, to charge all who have 
ranged themfelves under this new ‘Denomination, 
as if they had dene it with a Defign to favour the 
Interefts of Popery. But ic is certain that many 
of them, who at their firft fetting out were molt 
averfe tothe Doétrines of the Church of Romiey 
have by the Cunning of our Adverfarics been in- 
fpired with fuch an unreafonable Averfion to their 
Proteftant Brethren, and taught to tlink fo favour- 
ably of the Roman Catholick Principles, (not to men- 
tion the Endeavours that have been ufed to recon- 
cile the the Doétrines of the two Churches, which 
are in themfelves as oppofite as Light and Dark- 
nefs) that they have been drawn over infentibly 
into its Interefts, It is no wonder therefore, that 
fo many of thefe deluded Zealots have been engaged 
in a Caufe which they at firft abhon’d, and have 
withed or acted for the Succefs of an Enterprize, 
that might have ended in the Extirpation of the 
Proteitant Religion in this Kingdom, and _ in all 
Europe. In thort, they are like the Syrians, wha 
were firft {mitten with Blindnefs, and unknowingly 
led out of their Way into the Capital of their Ene- 
my’s Country ; infomuch that the Text tells us, 
When they opened: their Eyes, they found themfelves 
in the midft of Samaria,

T H E King has been pleafed to appoint Sir Thomas 

Robinfon, his Majeity’s Plenipotentiary at the 
Court of Vienna, to be joint Plenipotentiary with the 
Earl of Sandwich, at the Congrefs at Aix la Chapelle, 
And alfo to appoiat Richard Levefon Gower and Ed- 
ward Wortley Montagu, Efqrs. to execute the Office of 
his Majefty’s Secretary at the faid Congre(s. 

Bruffels, Fuly 31, N S, Advertifements having been 
put up, that the Wood which the French have at Ru- 
— and that which they had defigned to build 

oats and Gallies with, as well as what had been cut 

down in the Wood of Soignes, will be expofed to Sale 
fome Time next Month, it is apprehended that they 
will foon evacuate the conquer'd Countries. ‘The Regi- 
ment of Vincens Infintry, which is here in Garrifon, 
will march on Sunday towards Dunkirk, in order to 
rejoin the Battalion which has been ia Garrifon there 
fince lait Winter. The Regiment de Ja Couronne is ta 
fet out to rejoin the Regiment which is in Garrifon at 
Lifle. And the Royal Regiment, which is at Arcos, 
will begin its March the toth following, to join the 
fourth Battalion which is at Ypres. Ie is affured, that 
when they are all rejoined, there will be a Reform in 
all the French Regiments, 

Hague, Aug. 2, N.S. There are Letters from Pro- 
vence, which mention, that the Englith Fleet had an- 
chored before Villa Franca and Nice, and that Maithal 
Belleifle had given a grand Entertainment to all the Of- 
ficers thereof. Ic is confidently faid, chat the King of 
Sardinia’s Army had repafled the Var, ‘and that the 
Cavalry was. to retarn upon the Rhone and into the Vi- 
vares. The French King, we hear, will confirm to 
Marfhal Saxe the Title of Governor-General of the 
Low Countries, and that, in Confequence thereof, he 
will have fifty Guards in the fame Manner as one of the 
Princes of the Blood. Orders have been fent from Ma- 
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Grid to Barcelona, to prepare Quarters for the Troops 
which compofed the Army of the Infant Don Philip. 

The Walloon and Spanifh Guards, with Part of the 
Cavalry, will be foon in Languedoc, if they are not 
already arrived there. An Exprefs has been fent to 
Cadiz. for the Regitter Ship la Reine to fail immediate- 
ly, with Orders to M. Reggio at the Havanna, to re- 
turn to Europe with his Squadron, and to brin the 
'Preafure on board it, as foon as the Ceflation of Hofli- 
Jities fhall take Place. The fame Ship will alfo carry 
the like Orders to the Ships at La Vera Cruz, Lima, 
and Carthagena, as well as to the other Places in the 
Indies.

When thefe ‘I'roops landed, fo 
great a Fire was made from the ‘Tower, that they re- 
gained, with Precipitation, the Veflcls which biought 
them. ‘I'beir Commander, after having for fome Time 
cinnonaded the ‘Town from his Galleys, fent a Meff.ge 
tothe Sieur Battifti, Governor of the Tower, to ac- 


quaint him that he defired to have a Conference with. 


him. Hoftages having been given by the Commander 
of the Genoefe, the Sieur Battifti went to confer with 
him. ‘The Commander ufed the ftrongelt Arguments 
to perfuade the Sieur to furrender, who fleaddily re- 
fifted all Offers, and apprehending that fome Violence 
might poflibly be ufed to him, as fome Menaces which 
dropp’d feem'd to indicate, he contrived a Stratagem, 
in order to be fetat Liberty. He pretended that he 
had given Orders to his Garrifon, if he was not fent back 
in two Hours Time, to hang up the Hottages at the 
Top of the ‘Tower, and as that Term was near —" 
there was no Time to lofe, in order to fave their Lives. 
Upon which he was immediately difmifs’d, and the 
Hottages having been reftor’d, the Genoefe fail’d back 
again, ib. 

yon July 23. It is affured here, that on the 
18th the Piedmontefe evacuated the City of Placentia, 
and that the Auftrians will foon confign it to the Infant 
Don Philip.
